Cureless Rofleotlons on Emperor 
William Penis lie* With Severity. 
There Is a doleful account in the Con­ 
temporary Review from Ebule Evans 
of the existing condition of the govern­ 
ment In Germany as the result of the 
great military triumph of 1879. Ed­ 
itors guilty of lese majeste are no 
longer allowed out on bail pending 
their trial. They are brought up for 
trial in prison dress, In heelless slip­ 
pers, to prevent their running away, 
and with metal numbers 
ob their 
breasts. I.esc ms Jests, or majestaets- 
beleidigung. is a queer thing. 
A man in Cologne, last October, waa 
discussing the American constitution. 
Ile had just returned from this coun­ 
try, and was eloquent in praise of our 
system of government, and then was 
going on to discuss the kaiser, and 
said: “As for the kaiser—” when he 
suddenly realized his danger, and 
stopped short. But he was overbsard 
ami denounced to tile police, arrested, 
tried ami sentenced to three months* 
imprisonment for what he was going 
to say. 
At Danzig a man was called on to 
appraise a plaster bust of the empress. 
He said it was not worth a mark. Ma- 
jestaets-beleidigung. He was tried, 
but acquitted. Jjist summer at Bonn, 
a man in a pleasure party said: 
“What a fool the kaiser is r He was 
i overheard. 
Majestaeta-beleldiguag. 
Ile was arrested and taken to the po- 
lice station .but was able to show he 
meant a man named Kaiser. 
These are illustrations of what is 
going on every day all over the coun­ 
try. A common mode of concealing 
ma jestaets-beleidigung id conversation 
from tile servants is calling the kaiser 
"Herr Mueller.” Speech was. in fact, 
freer under Louis XIV. in France 200 
years ago than it is in Germany to-day 
under William the Wise. And It must 
lie remembered that a great people 
have tteen brought Into this condition 
through war. 
The tremendous military successes 
of 1866 sud 1870 have turned the state 
into an army, turtled a large portion of 
the talent of the country into the in­ 
vention of quicker modes of killing 
people and destroying property: have 
made tile writers and thinkers and de­ 
lta tens seem paltry fellows who ought 
not to lie listened to. and have convert­ 
ed a rather light-headed young man, 
who in a private station woald bo an 
unsuccessful “crank.” Into a terrible 
"war lord.” who has to be protected 
from even a breath of obloquy by all 
tile terrors of penal Justice.—New York 
Evening Post.

S t Louis, May 30.-It win be several 
days before definite information caa 
be obtained as to the loan of life, and 
injury of unfortunate people who hap­ 
pened to be In the path of tho cyclone 
which swept over portions of Missouri 
and Illinois Wednesday afternoon. In 
addition to the killed and Injured In S t 
Louis and East St. Louis, the cyclone 
mowed down many people who ad­ 
vanced before It Dispatches received 
to-day by tbs Associated Press gave 
accounts of serious toes of life and 
maimings in quite a number of places. 
D eath a a * D e tr a c t! aa.. 
St. Louis, May BO.—The awful sweep 
of the tornado la marked to-day by a 
devastated district In the southwestern 
portion of the city a half mile wide and 
four miles long, with wrecked build­ 
ings. tottering walls, debris, o 'eked 
streets, and rescnlug parties to tell the 
story of havoc and death. 
The general trend was from south­ 
west to northeast, the center of the 
business district of the city lying about 
a mile north of the etorm’s path. The 
heavy damage was In Hie vicinity of 
Tower Grove and Lafayette Park, 
where handsome residences were com­ 
pletely wrecked and many Injured. 
One of the remarkable features was 
the destruction of a wing of the city 
hospital, carrying 200 patienta and 
nurses down In the wreck, end killing 
but one person. 
■ • lo OU* D isaster. 
When the sun rose os St. Louis and 
vicinity this morning it showed a scene 
of terrible ruin and disaster. 
Wind, 
rain and fire had combined in a mis­ 
sion of destruction. The greatest dam­ 
age on this side of the river was in­ 
dicted within a three-mile strip along 
the mighty stream. Hours of depress­ 
ing sultriness, puffs of wind coming by 
turns from all points of the compass, 
piling up In heavy clouds around the 
horizon, the flying hither and thither of 
light, mlst-like formations across the 
dull, dark-colored masses—these were 
the characteristics of an afternoon 
which brought to St. Louis the most 
disastrous storm in the city’s history. 
For hours the currents shifted, the 
wind blew hot and cold, aud the storm 
center developed. 
In the west a thunder storm devel­ 
op ti. The early mutterings indicated 
rn 
log more alarming than a down- 
po • with the ordinary electrical ac­ 
companiments. This rain cloud came 
up slowly at first, from the west, be­ 
yond Forest Park. As the black rim 
mounted higher above the horizon Its 
arc embraced more territory to the 
north end south. A strong wind from 
the east began to blow right In the 
face of the storm. It was a lower cur­ 
rent. 
It raised the dark cloud and 
brought It forward faster and faster. 
Suddenly the wind stopped blowiug 
from the east and there swept from 
the northwest 
A T e rrin e G ale 
which made the best built structures 
tremble. With the hurricane—for that 
was the first form the storm took when 
it broke over the western part of the 
city—came a deluge of rain. For half 
an hour from a few minutes before 5 
until 530 this hurricane blew from the 
northwest. Then there came a lull. 
The currents shifted. In tho south­ 
west there came into existence a storm 
cloud with the essential features of the 
cyclone—funnel-shaped. 
This second 
storm burst upon the city from the 
southwest. It came in on the south 
side of Lafayette Park, struck the city 
hospital, and from there tore Its way 
through the city to the river by a 
northeasterly course. It wrought such 
havoc as will long leave traces In that 
part of the city which lies east of 
Seventh 
street and north of Cerro 
street to the Eads bridge. 
Enough is known to show that more 
lives have been lost on the East side 
than on the West side. Perhaps the 
most impressive evidence of the storm 
cloud's force Is to be seen in the wreck 
of the eastern portion of the big Eads 
bridge. There the tornado dealt with 
stone and masonry. 
It tore off and 
tumbled down tons upon tous of ma­ 
sonry. Beginning with the big eastern 
pier and extending to the foot'of the 
Incline, a storm cloud cut off the upper 
part of the structure as lf it bad been 
a flimsy trestle Instead of a structure 
of wcrld-famed masonry. 
What the 
tornado did to the Eads bridge will not 
be believed unless the eyes see it. 
D eath la th e R iver. 
Of all the craft that lined the river 
for miles, bat one remains to tell the 
story of the disaster. It hung steadily 
to Its moorings throughout. When the 
tornado struck the light of day van­ 
ished in a moment, and those at work 
could barely discern the forms of the 
steamers ss one after another pitched 
and tossed and finally, with a crash, 
was Mown out into the dark waters 
and disappeared. The scene was one 
of wild uncertainty and chaos. No one 
knew whither to seek safety. After 
the tornado had passed it left a scene 
of desolation where ten minutes before 
steamers had rocked quietly at their 
docks, some just arrived and discharg­ 
ing their passengers, others preparing 
for departure. 
Trucks and baggage bad been tossed 
hither and thither. Plows and agricul­ 
tural implements had been distributed 
up and down the levee and the whole 
appearance was one of waste and 
wreck. Steamer J. J. Odell, of the Illi­ 
nois Packet company, was blown out 
from Its wharf a t the foot ot Morgan 
street, crashed Into the second pier of 
the Eads bridge, and sank. Her boilers 
blew up before she disappeared. She 
had a crew of twelve and three women 
passengers besides her captain, George 
Townsend, an old river man. Three of 
her crew. Jack Morrissey. Pat Milan, 
a n d 
Moore, reached land safely. 
The two former jumped before the ex­ 
plosion occurred and caught on drift­ 
wood. Moore was blown overboard bv 
the exploaion and cut about the head, 
but managed to swim ashore. Three 
others of the crew clung to the pier 
and made their way up to the bridge.

Th* business m r of S t Louis have 
taken up the work of relief. A r ear­ 
nest meeting on ’change yesterday was 
Hie beginning, n o m nm thousands 
who cam pull themselves out af this 
trouble. 
Them nm other thousands 
who have loot *0 and must bo helped. 
A partial resumption of tho strait cur 
service has been effected. Tho soot 
and west tends north of Market street 
nm in opemtioR and nim tho Broad­ 
way and Grand avenue division of tbs 
north and south lines. 
Within the 
southern division the Sealion system 
Is the moot badly crippled, owing to 
the destruction of the power house, 
and the officers venture no prediction 
as to when cars will bo matting. A 
partial restoration of tho electric light 
service Is promised In forty-eight 
hours, but It will be n couple of weeks 
before all of the circuits nm In order. 
The destruction of poles and wire 
along the path of the storm was com­ 
plete. 
Inquests on tbs bodies of 42 
of the slain In S t Louis have bosn 
held. A verdict of "shock and Injuries; 
accidental,’* was rendered In each cass. 
East S t Louis has issued 
A ToueMa* Appeal far AM, 
and the committee which prepared, the 
manifesto estimates that 200 persons 
were killed and that tbs number of in­ 
jured will foot up In the thousands. 
It is known that rn number of persons 
are still buried in the debris on tho 
southwestern end of the Island and tai 
the ruins of Halsey’s hotel, tbs Mar­ 
tel house, the Relay Retreat and the 
Durant house. Conservative people as­ 
sert that the list will not reach the es­ 
timated total of 209, though enough 
persons are now miming to create a 
fear that the fatalities will approach 
that number. Many of those who have 
not been seen by their families since 
Wednesday are supposed to be stop­ 
ping with friends or detained from re­ 
turning to their homes by tajuriee that 
may not prove fatal. Street car traffic, 
telephone service and electric lighting 
facilities are enHrely suspended. Au 
business is virtually suspended. 
Every one agrees that months will 
fall to reveal the extent of the torna­ 
do’s devastation in the Illinois towns. 
From the surrounding country thou­ 
sands of men, women and children 
flocked Into the city to view the scenes 
of ruin and death. 
The officials of the board of educa­ 
tion are busy figuring out tim enormous 
loss which the schools suffered. AU 
the South end schools between Cho­ 
teau avenue and Arsenal streets were 
badly damaged. Some had roofs blown 
away and walls caved In and others 
got off with ruined windows and chim­ 
neys. The schools which suffered most 
are the Clinton, Clinton branch, Pea­ 
body. Charles, 
Hodgen, Pestslossl, 
Grant, New Shepard, Lokverture, Aroe- 
bel. Lafayette, Longfellow and Madi­ 
son. 
The Compton, Marquette, Cho­ 
teau and Garfield also suffered. The 
school board cannot repair the damage 
for less than $50,000, and perhaps a 
larger sum win be needed. 
Several 
of the schools will not be opened again 
until September. 


TOhrty IOO buriti permits 
wert Issued by the health department 
Saturday, and every hearse in the city 
WM ta constant use yesterday carry­ 
ing the victims ct the storm to their 
graves. At sally dawn people began 
to crowd toto the city morgue. Many 
earns ta starch of friends, but for the 
amel part the people who visited the 
charnel boose were drawn by a mor­ 
bid deairs to ae# the mangled eorpeee 
of the unfortunate victims of the to r 
nado. 
AU day long the officers ok 
duty were busy keeping the people 
moving ta lino and oat of the viewing 
room of the morgue. Every few min 
ates some one woald think they bed 
discovered some one whom they knew 
among the bodies exposed for view. 
■mrcM as foe Bodies. 
The afreet railway companies flu e 
had hundreds of men at work repair­ 
ing the damage to their power houses 
and trolley wires, and teddy nearly 
all the principal lines were In opera­ 
tion. 
Bot th# work that has been 
done Is so meager when compared 
with that which remains that there is 
scarcely any perceptible Improvement 
Tbs telephone service Is practically 
paralysed, although the telephone 
company has had hundreds of man at 
work repairing the wires. Hundreds 
of demoralised 
buildings have not 
been touched; no one can tell lf tbs 
ruins conceal the bodice of victims of 
the storm. Some of tbs local papers 
have been severe in their denunciation 
af the mayor of the city for not betag 
more acUva in restoring order la the 
storm-swept district. In many locali­ 
ties a foul stench arises from tbs 
ruins. 
Whether this is due to tbs 
fact that the 
ruins conceal human 
bodies or dead animals, time alone can 
tell 
The authorities at Jefferson barracks 
have not.ded the central relief commit­ 
tee that a force of troops will bring up 
to the wrecked districts a large nom 
ber of tents to-morrow and establish a 
commissary for the purpose of furnish 
Ing cooked food for the needy. The 
cavalry cooks, stewards and camp 
mea will do the wock. 
The number of persons and families 
who are still without homes end with­ 
out the means of getting them Is great 
Many wagons were In use to-day dis 
tributing food to the hungry. Over a 
hundred teams were kept busy moving 
furniture from wrecked buildings for 
those who did not have the means to 
pay for a van. There are hundreds of 
people who need clothing and need It 
badly, and the supply on head Is very 
meager.

St. Patrick’s Roman Catholic church. 
Sixth and Biddie streets, was damaged 
even more than Ant reported. 
The 
spire was entirely demolished and In 
falling destroyed a two-story brick 
building on the corner of Sixth and 
Biddle. The organ loft of the church 
la A-wreck filii) the o£gaq .covered wJtb 
bride and debris Despite this state 
of gloomy affairs services will be beld 
as usual Sunday morning. 
The emergency hospital at the old 
Good Shepherd convent on Hines street 
Is running along In good shape, con­ 
sidering that it was only Instituted In 
Its present capacity Thursday morn­ 
ing. Some of the doctors took their 
first rest after midnight Thursday, but 
they were all up and busy by 6 o’clock 
Friday morning. There are nearly 800 
sick at the emergency hospital who 
were transferred from the city hospi­ 
tal after it waa demolished. The clerk 
ef the hospital has checked up his list. 
He thinks that there are not mort 
than four or five unaccounted for. 
Some patients, who were prisoners 
from the Jail, workhouse and elsewhere 
are known to have escaped during the 
confusion. 
At. St. John’s hospital, on Twenty- 
third street and Lucas, the wounded 
are being well cared for. One patient, 
William Pletke, of IOO* Lafayette ave­ 
nue, died. He was drat sent to the 
Good Shepherd via the dispensary, 
and then to St. John’s He WM badly 
Injured internally and 
had several 
bones broken. An unknown man Is 
unconscious and on the verge of death. 
T he De«4. 
There exists about aa much uncer­ 
tainty as to the actual number of peo­ 
ple killed and the amount of property 
damaged as on the first -morning after 
the disaster. Scores of dead have been 
Identified, but no one la willing to 
venture a guess as to how many bod­ 
ies may be In the ruins of the hundreds 
of buildings as yet unexplored. The 
total number of dead in 8 t Louis iden­ 
tified at present is 162, and In East 
St. Louis 127. In St. Luke’s there are 
52 bodies still unidentified, and in East 
St. Louis 2. 
It is believed that the 
deaths of the Injured and the future 
recovery of bodies will bring the S t 
Louis death Hat up to 300. In East 
St. Louis the city officials declare that 
they have hope that the death roll on 
that aide of the river will not exceed 
150, but the ruins upon which the res­ 
cuers have not yet begun work may 
swell the totals far beyond that figure. 
Guesses were made to-day upon the 
property loss, and they were from $7,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 for St. Louts sud 
from $4,000,000 to $20,000,000. 
The 
most popular estimate Is In the neigh­ 
borhood of $25,000,000 for both cities, 
Including railroads and buildings dam­ 
aged. The contractors of the city have 
been overwhelmed with orders for re­ 
building, and the work of wiping out 
the havoc of the storm will be pushed 
with all energy. 
The committee In 
charge announced to-day that the audi­ 
torium will be used for the Republic­ 
an national convention, and has been 
repaired.

Milwaukee, Special—Local leaders of 
the street railway strikers announce 
to-day that It la probable that lf the 
strike is not settled here soon it may 
spread to others cities, and that a gen­ 
eral tie-up of all lines operated by the 
companies that have aided the local 
company in the strike mal result W. 
D. Mahon, president of the Amalga* 
mated Association of Street Railway 
Employes, and President Samuel Com­ 
pere, of the American Federation of 
I .a bor, are now considering the ques­ 
tion of ordering a general strike on all 
such lines. The cities said to be in­ 
cluded in the list are Indianapolis, 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn. St. Paul, Min­ 
neapolis, Detroit Grand Rapids, Co­ 
lumbus and Cleveland. The strikers 
assert that before the strike was or­ 
dered the local company had an ar­ 
rangement with companies In these 
cities named to furnish them some of 
their employes as soon as the local 
men left their care. This agreement 
was carried out, and three days after 
tho inauguration of the strike enough 
men were here from the cities men­ 
tioned to operate all cars. 
Some of 
the imported men declare that they 
have agreements with their former em­ 
ployers to return to work at the end 
of two months lf they want to, or as 
soon as the local strike is settled.

Then a companion 
of the assailant (appeared on the scene 
and took a hand. 
The weapon w m 
discharged three times and one of the 
bullets passed through the left fore­ 
arm of the straggling men. He was 
dazed for a moment by the shock, and 
when he recovered he wee prostrate 
on the ground with a man kneeling on 
his chest and another one standing be­ 
side him. With his right hand he man­ 
aged to draw his pocket knife and 
plunged It Into the miscreant who was 
above him. Then he waa kicked vio­ 
lently tat the stomach, and the men 
took his pocketbook, containing $37, 
an dfled.

The next low est w eighted ru nner w as 
R« *d Deer, who, in 1K44, w as aw arded 
the C hester cu p, w hen carrying only 
5G pou nds. H e w as ridden b y K itch­ 
ener, afterw ard a very fam ou s j« x‘key. 
whose b odily w eight on tha t day w as 
only 35 pou nds. It is tolerab ly certain, 
hower**, tha t this horse did not actu ­ 
ally w ti. T he race is twro and one- 
qu arter miles, tw ice arou nd the cou rse. 
T he starters w ere so nu m erou s, there 
b eing 42 ru nners, tha t they had to b e 
draw n u p in dou b le line, ltctl Deer 
had prob ab ly gone b u t once arou nd 
and w as really more than a mile t» e- 
himl the leaders when he passed the 
Ju dg<\ thou gh to tha t official he ap- 
peared to b e ten lengths iu front of 
them . 
N atu rally su ch a 
wi« le range of 
w eights cau sed 
enorm ou s

The 
latter, wiiich is a good conscience, can­

sonnl w orth b y others, m u st Ik» de­ 
fended a t all costs. 
It is b y staking 
one’s life for this honor, when im ­ 
pu gned, tha t its M m hilitu tiou is ]H» ssi 
b le. The Innocent man who falls In a 
du el has gone to his death, as it were, 
for the sake of his honor, w hile the 
gu ilty person has restored his honor 
externally and m u st s« *ttle the rest 
with his M aker. The au thor then pro­ 
ceeds to d« *clare tha t the officers' corps 
possesses a pecu liar sort of honor 
which Is closely connected w ith its 
m artial profession. In w ar the oflkvr's 
du ty is to lead his men into the Jaws 
of death, nnd the f« *ar of death which 
seizes even the b ravest can only b e 
overcome b y holding fast in tim e of 
peace to tin* principle “death b efor* 
dishonor.” H erein lies the edu cational 
valu e of the du el for the officers. They 
may never light one, b u t they know 
that they m u st b e ready to do so iu 
certain circu m stances. “ W e are nc- 
eu stom ed,” he adils, “ to retain well 
trii'd m ethods and do not intend to sac­ 
rifice them to well m eant b u t false the 
ori« *s.” The w riter then qu ot« *s and 
expou nds a large nu m b er of passages 
from the Bib le, and b y dint of tw isting 
nnd tu rning proves to his own sa tis­ 
faction tha t the practice is not forb id­ 
den b y C hristianity.—New York l’ost.

fSains of the I’nlted States, the B u s 
stan “chernozem ” or b lack earth, and 
the pam pas of Argeu tina. It Is also 
tru e that the lK*» t qu ality of grain Is 
grow n in these regions, b u t particu lar­ 
ly in the eastern portion of the “cher­ 
nozem,” near the I ’ral m ou ntains. 
The very low prices of w heat, t«>- 
gether w ith the contiu u e« l rapid in­ 
crease of produ ction, necessitates some 
great changes if w heat growing la to 
rem ain profitab le. In this cou ntry the 
tendency tow ard m ixed farm ing is 
helpiu g to solve the prob lem , as well 
as the replacem ent of corn b y w heat 
for stock feed. The qu anty of <» u r 
w heat cau lx> m u ch more im proved b y 
rigiti 
selections 
am i croas-b reedlng, 
and b y the Introdu ction « »f m any flu e 
varieties frtmi the I ’ralo-Caspian re 
glon tha t have never yet lx*en grown 
In this cou ntry. The b ar« l w heat re 
gi« m shou ld Ik* more widely extended 
b y planting northern varieties fu rther 
sou thw ard. This has already b een ac­ 
com plished to some ext« *nt. The mac­ 
aroni in« lu stry «‘ou hl l» e gr« *atly devcl 
« » ped, thu s giving a greater home de­ 
m and for w heat. To this eu « l. u mre 
of the M editerranean varieties shou ld 
Is* Im ported for see« l. since only these 
w h eats m ake the b est m acaroni. 
The hot w ater treatm ent for cereal 
sm u ts, so repoate« lly and widely pu b ­ 
lished. seem s to have attracted very 
little attention from farm ers. There 
Is no d« » u b t that this very sim ple treat- 
m« *nt 
once 
geu erally 
u sed, 
wou ld 
gr« *atly increase the valu e of northern 
w heats so notoriou sly smu tt<» d at pres­ 
ent, lK*si« l(*s increasing the yield at 
l« » ast 10 per cent. T he m illers need 
especially to u nite in ab solu tely re­ 
fu sing to receive sm u tted w heat. 
The w heat ru st qu estion is so little 
u nderstood that it is ab ou t im possib le 
to ob talu statistics concerning its rav­ 
ages. 
We only know that the dam ­ 
age is enorm ou s in som e years. 
E xperim ents

U nited States departm ent of agricu l 
tu re a t (» arrett Park. Md., In which 
8d5 varieties of w heat an« l 110 of oats 
were teste« 1 for ru st resistance, show 
b y this s**ason‘s resu lts that m any va­ 
rieties arc ab le to resist ru st to a great 
degree, b u t seem to show also that 
the orange leaf ru st, w hich w as nlou c 
present here, even In greatest nb u u d- 
an« *e, dt>es very little dam age.

The grow th had 
a visib le effect u pon his b rain am i the 
case b e« *ame a cu riosity to the medical 
profession. The tu m or w as Imb edded 
too deeply Into the b rain tissu es to 
adm it of an oj» eration. It w as fou nd 
tha t the tu m or w as nearly as large as 
a b illiard b all. It w as so locate« ! as to 
dem oralize the nerves of the sight « en­ 
ter, and, as a const*« iu eu cp, you ng Bly 
was b lind for over three years. 
It w as developed a t the au topsy that 
the entire b raiu l» ad b een hollowed ou t 
b y the action of the tu m or. T he cav­ 
ity wa* a t least 5 inches in length and 
w as filled w ith pu s. All tha t was left 
of the b rain w as a thin shell, composed 
of the tou gher tissu es, w hich w« » re less 
su sceptib le to the process of decay. 
W hen an incision w as m ade iu the 
shell the whole m ass collapsed. 
T he circu m stance w hich m ade the 
case alm ost u nprecedented In the an ­ 
nals of medical science w as the m am 
ner in which the patient retain« » d his 
ratkm ality au d fac u ltk s u nder the cir­ 
cu m stances. H e had the s« *u sc8 of 
tou ch, taste, hearing and smell, lia« l 
very tolerab le control of his locomotor 
mu scles, cou ld talk, au d, in fact, w as 
com paratively 
discom m oded 
In 
no 
other way than b y the loss of vision. 
H is retention of memory w as rem ark ­ 
ab le. H e w as ab le to memorize iH*em>« 
u p to w ithin tw o wet» ks of his death.—

A Q U E E R NEST. 


A S w fs c B ir d T h at B u ilt a N e s t o f 
Strc*. 
An enterprising b ird over in Sole- 
su re, Sw itzerland, has recently b u ilt a 
nest for itself entirely of steel. T his 
little Sw iss tow n Is fam ou s for Its 
w atchm aking Indu stries, and it Is com­ 
mon there to see b ig piles of b raken 
w atch springs in the w atch factory 
yards. T hese b irds knew a good thing 
when they saw it. They gathered to­ 
gether all the little b its of steel they 
needed and then wove them together 
into a nest iu the b ranch of a nearb y 
tree. The tmriou s prickly l<x>king nest 
attraete<i attention recently. It was 
picked u p and presented to the village 
mu seu m. 
T he m etal nest m easu res fou r inches 
in diam eter. Inspection show’s that it 
m u st have taken a long tim e to pu t it 
together. It is evident tha t the little 
pieces of steel had to b e tied in a great 
m any different positions b efore they 
cou ld Ik* u iade to hold firmly. 
T he b irds have show n w onderfu l in­ 
genu ity in fitting the parts together. 
The largest pi« *ce of m etal u sed is the 
m ainspring of an ordinary w atch. A 
few pieces of grass w ere u sed to b lad 
all the pieces together. It wou ld 
Ik a 
tediou s u ndertaking for a man to dc It 
as well. 
The cu riou s little m etallic nest is 
very serviceab le. T he pieces of steel 
w ere so firmly fltt« » « l together that 
there w as very little danger tha t they 
wou ld b # loosened b y w ind or rain 
storm s. 
It presents a very u neven 
appearance t» n the ou tside, for it Is 
covered 
w ith 
cu rions 
corners 
au d 
sharp little projections. B u t all thé 
crovi« *es on the iu side b ave b een filled 
so tha t the ne-st’8 interior is snu g,

BBRMAN IDEAS OF DIBLING.

S crip tu re Is Q neteS. 
A significant contribution to the du­ 
eling question In Germany bas been 
pcblished in the official Milltar-Woch- 
enblatt. The writer divides his article 
into two sections, dealing respectively 
with the “idea of imnor nnd the em­ 
ployment of the duel for Its rehabili­ 
tation,” and with the conflict between 
the practice and Christian principles. 
As to the first point, be argues that a 
distinction must be drawn between 
’external and Internal” honor. The 
latter, which la a good conscience, can­ 
not be taken away; but the former, 
which is the recognition of one’s per­ 
sonal worth by others, must be de­ 
fended at all costs. It is by staking 
one’s life for this honor, when im­ 
pugned. that its rehabilitation is possi 
ble. The Innocent man who falls in a 
duel has gone to his death, aa it were, 
for the sake of hla Donor, while the 
guilty person has restored bis honor 
externally and must settle the rest 
with his Maker. The author then pro­ 
ceeds to declare that the officers’ corps 
possesses a peculiar sort of honor 
which is closely connected with its 
martial profession. In war the officer’s 
duty is to lead his men Into the Jaws 
of death, and the fear of death which 
seizes even the bravest can only be 
overcome by holding fast in time of 
peace to the principle “death before 
dishonor.” Herein lies the educational 
value of the duel for the officers. They 
may never light one, but they know 
that they must be ready to do so in 
certain circumstances. “We are ac­ 
customed,” he adds, “to retain well 
tried methods and do not Intend to sac­ 
rifice them to well meant but false the­ 
ories.” The writer then quotes and 
expounds a large number of passages 
from the Bible, and by dint of twisting 
and turning proves to his own satis­ 
faction that the practice la not forbid­ 
den by Christianity.—New York Post. 


805 varieties of wheat and 110 of oats 
w en tested for rust resistance, show 
by this season’s results that many va­ 
rieties are able to resist rust to a great 
degree, but seem to show also that 
the orange leaf rust, which was alone 
present here, even In greatest abund­ 
ance, does very little damage. The 
evidence so far seems to show conclu­ 
sively that even In this country we 
shall have to return, after all, to the 
old Idea that the black stem rust does 
•ll the really serious damage to both 
wheat and oats. But as the life-hto- 
tory of thin rust Is yet wholly un­ 
known in this country, there is evi­ 
dently much Investigation needed.—

plan of a gate to put In a tidal river 
that will automatically keep the ralt 
water from flowing In and let the fresh 
water out when the tide Is low. I 
have been trying to get a plan for 
some time, but so far have been un­ 
able to do so, and there may be others- 
who would like one.” To which that 
paper replies as follows: The most 
effective gate of the kind for the drain­ 
age of low lands on tide water is one 
made in this fashion: When the tide 
Is down the weight of the gate itself

When tomatoes are grown on a 
large scale, the plan of narrow and 
wide rows alternating baa many ad­ 
vantages. After preparing the soil, 
lay off the rows alternating theta: Be­ 
tween first and second rows a distance 
of four feet, between the second and 
third rows a distance of two feet—the 
object being to keep aa many of the 
tomatoes as possible off the ground. 
When the plants are ready to fall over 
from the Increasing weight of fruit, 
train the branches toward the narrow 
middle rows so as to brace each other 
up. At the first picking of the ripe 
fruit even, lf not done earlier, the 
pickers can lay each plant over to the 
narrow middle rows, and In such a 
way that the vines can be made to 
support each other sufficiently well to 
keep 90 per cent of the tomatoes clear 
off the ground. The narrow middles 
should be cultivated the last time and 
left perfectly clean, Just before the 
vines are falling over. The wide rows 
ought to be cultivated at least twice 
after the cultivation of narrow mid­ 
dles bas ceased and they have been 
flut'd with the vines. If an occasional 
stake is driven down In the narrow 
if c 
tibia 
cord is 
from 
middles, and a wire or strong 
run along as tightly as possi 
stake to stake the length of the rows, 
it will help greatly to support the 
vines. The plants are set from two to 
three feet apart in the rows.—S. A 
Cook in Orange Judd Farmer.

LIVED WITHOUT A BRAIN. 


H 
i P a r a d o s W h o H as Boom a 
M ystery to P hyateloao. 
A Williamsport man has surprised 
the scientists by living for years with­ 
out a brain. John Sly, aged 20 years, 
who died recently, had suffered for a 
long time with a tumor, which grew 
Into the very base of the brain and oc­ 
casioned his death. The growth had 
a visible effect upon his brain and the 
case became a curiosity to the medical 
profession. The tumor was Imbedded 
too deeply into the brain tissues to 
admit of an operation. It was found 
that the tumor wns nearly as large as 
a billiard b al. It was so located ss to 
demoralise the nerves of the sight cen­ 
ter, and, as a consequence, young Bly 
was blind for over three years. 
It was developed at the autopsy that 
the entire brain had been hollowed out 
by the action of the tumor. The cav­ 
ity was a t least 5 inches in length and 
was filled with pus. All that was left 
of the brain was a thin shell, composed 
of the tougher tissues, which were leas 
susceptible to the process of decay. 
When an incision was made lo the 
shell the whole mass collapsed. 
The circumstance which made the 
case almost unprecedented In the an­ 
nals of medical science waa the mam 
aer In which the patient retained his 
rationality nnd faculties under the cir­ 
cumstances. He bad the senses of 
touch, taste, hearing nnd smell, had 
very tolerable control of his locomotor 
muscles, could talk, and, in fact, was 
comparatively discommoded 
In 
no 
other way than by the loss of vision. 
His retention of memory was remark­ 
able. He waa able to memorise poems 
up to within two weeks of hla death.—

At the various 
experiment stations in the corn grow­ 
ing states there have been something 
like 1,300 tests with nearly 500 varie­ 
ties, in which the relation ol color to 
yield has been observed. Tbs general 
average of all these tests shows that 
the white varieties make larger yield 
by about two and a half bushels than 
the yellow varieties. At six out of 
seven stations the highest yielder was 
the white variety and of the thirty- 
five varieties named as giving the beat 
yields at the different stations, twenty- 
four were white and only seven were 
yellow, the others tieing red. This does 
not mean that every white variety is 
better than every yellow one, but it 
does afford ground for the belief that 
on the average white corn is more 
prolific. With respect to feeding value 
there is. from the standpoint of scion 
title analysis, no difference between 
white and yellow com, but on this 
point chemistry is at variance with the 
opinions of a good many practical 
feeders.

An enterprising bird over in Sole- 
sure, Switzerland, has recently built a 
nest for Itself entirely of steel. This 
little Swiss town in Annona for Its 
watchmaking industries, and it Is com­ 
mon there to ass big piles of broken 
watch springs in the watch factory 
yards. These birds knew a good thing 
when they saw it. They gathered to­ 
gether all the little bito of steel they 
needed nnd then wove them together 
Into a nest in the branch of a nearby 
tree. The carious prickly looking nest 
attracted attention recently. It wi 
picked up and presented to the village 
museum. 
The metal nest measures four inches 
In diameter. Inspection shows that it 
moat have taken a long time to pot it 
together. It to evident that the little 
pieces of steel had to bs tied in a great 
many different positions before they 
contd be made to hold firmly. 
The birds have shown wonderful in­ 
genuity In fitting the parts together. 
The largest piece of metal need to the 
mainspring of an ordinary watch. A 
few pieces of grass were used to Mad 
all the pieces together. It would Im a 
tedious undertaking for a man to dc It 
as welt 
The curious little metallic nest to 
very serviceable. The pieces of'steel 
were so firmly fitted together that 
there waa very little danger that they 
would bs loosened by wind or rain 
storms. It presents a very uneven 
appearance on tbs outside, for it to 
covered with curious corners and 
sharp little projecttoaa. But nil th* 
crevices on the inside have been filled 
so that the nest’s interior to n o g , 
smooth nnd comfortable.— 
York 


F la w in g U nder C lover. 
With farmers who ha** tried It, 
there to no question but that clover 
san be plowed under to a good ad­ 
vantage, especially so when It is an 
Item to build up the fertility. 
There are three ways of managing 
dover in using it to build up the land. 
One la to cut and make into hay and 
toen feed It to stock and return it 
back to the land In the shape of man­ 
ure. Another plan Is to pasture, let­ 
ting the droppings stay on the laud. 
The 
third ie to wait until a 
good 
growth has been made, and then plow­ 
ing under. One advantage with clover 
to that it not only supplies a consider­ 
able amount of plant food but it adds 
humus to the soil and tends very 
materially to make it more friable 
nnd easier worked. Then, clover acts 
upon the elements in the soil and 
helps to make them available. 
The best stage at which to plow 
clover under is when the plants are 
In full blossom. At this stage they 
contain the largest per cent of the 
elements of the plant food. 
Care should be taken to turn as 
completely under as possible, using a 
shain or drag in this plan, lf neces­ 
sary. It will help materially in se­ 
curing quicker as well as better results 
lf a good dressing of lime is given a 
day or two before plowing under. 
Plowing under clover and thorough­ 
ly preparing in a good condition,makes 
k good seed bed for wheat, and as 
clover stores nitrogen In the soil, it 
supplies to this extent the very ele­ 
ment most needed by this crop. Clov­ 
er takes nitrogen from the air, and 
•tores it in the soil, and for this rea­ 
son is one of the very best crops to 
precede wheat. 
Even when the first crop has been 
cut for hay the second growth can be 
plowed under to a good advantage; 
In no way can as large an amount of 
valuable fertilizer be secured at as 
low a cost, and when land has been 
cropped down the growing and plow­ 
ing under of clover affords one of the 
best means of building up, and should 
be used at every opportunity.—Shep, 
In American Farmer, 


F a r bi N ates. 
If the corn is too thick, thin It. 
is hard work, but it will pay. 
It will pay to take steps to prevent 
the ravages of cinch bugs. Begin In 
time. 
There is no better way to spend 
some of the leisure moments than in 
beautifying the premises. 
The gross yield of salable potatoes 
(large and 
medium) also increases 
with the size of the seed piece from 
one eye to the whole potato. 
At distances of one by three feet 
and tubers averaging four ounces, an 
acre requires of quarters about fifteen 
bushels. 
It to very Important to do a good 
job of plowing the corn the first time. 
lf the ground Is not finely pulverized, 
a roller run ahead of cultivator, if th* 
ground to dry, will make it nice plow­ 
ing. 
Before planting corn be sure that 
you have a good variety, and perfect 
seed 
of that 
variety, it to 
Uttte 
trouble to test seeds, and this should 
always lie done before the work o! 
planting begins. 
The total yield increases with every 
increase in the size of seed piece from 
the single eye to the whole potato; this 
increase occurs in the large and In 
the small potatoes, but chiefly In the 
latter. 
A portion of the vegetable garden 
on the farm may be nicely Irrigated 
by economizing the slops or waste 
water from the house and laundry. 
This waste will not only supply need­ 
ed moisture, but much valuable plant 
food as well, that otherwise you would 
waste. 
An ambitious farmer with ten acres 
of land, says Western Plowman, can 
make an excellent living with a com­ 
bination of dairying, twine and poul­ 
try raising, and bee keeping. The de­ 
mand for gilt-edged butter will be a 
continual spur. A demand for a few 
hogs to consume the wastes will create 
itself. To the keeping of poultry and 
bees he should need no urging.

G ela tin e la S ta ta e tte M o ltlv f. 
It has been found that gelatine pos­ 
sesses the curious property of becom­ 
ing insoluble in contact with formic 
aldehyde, and, at the same time, of 
preserving perfect transparency. 
In 
this form It resists water, {acids and 
alkalies. It resembles celluloid, but 
has the great advantage of {not being 
Inflammable. It gives excellent molds 
of statuettes, seals, coins, etc. For 
this purpose two pounds of good white 
I gelatine should be steeped over night 
Un a quart of water. The next day tho 
whole to melted over a water bath. For 
delicate moldings the solution is di­ 
luted with a little water. The mold, 
which may be of plaster, clay or metal, 
having been prepared, the formic alde­ 
hyde is poured into the melted and 
slightly cooled gelatine. After being 
well stirred with a wooden spatula the 
homogeneous mixture is poured Into 
the mold and allowed to cool. The ob­ 
ject, when taken from the mold, is fin­ 
ished by immersing it for a few mo­ 
menta in a concentrated solution of 
formic aldehyde, or, if it is too large 
for immersion in this solution, its sur­ 
face to painted therewith. The gela­ 
tine alone gives a transparent sub­ 
stance, resembling glass, but by pre­ 
viously adding to it some finely silted 
zinc white, mixed with a little water 
and alcohol, beautiful imitations of 
white marble may be obtained. In the 
same way all kinds of colors, veins, 
striae, spots, etc., may be produced by 
incorporating appropriate tints with 
the oxide.
